PLANTING DIRECTIONS FOR BEARDED IRIS 


Iris will grow well and bloom freely if planted in well drained established and growing. Thereafter, every 10 days or two weeks 
soil, and have at least one-half day’s sun. Dig the soil to a depth is sufficient watering. Keep ground lightly mulched and plants 
of about 10 inches. Bone meal may be worked in if desired. When clean, so that the sun may reach the ground around them at all times. 
planting a rhizome, spread the small roots out, firm the soil about If your ground is in need of fertilizing, be most careful not to 
them, and have the rhizome, or bulb-like portion of the plant, just allow any fertilizers to come in contact with plants, as this will 
below the soil level, about one-half inch.

Its mew shade of warm henna-copper on a 
large flower with domed standards and broad, well rounded falls 
of fine substance and branching is breath-taking. Runner-up for 
Dykes Medal 1948.

CAHOKIA (Faught 1948) $15.00 


Certainly a fine addition to the light blue class. There is that 
tantalizing tint of Turquoise in Cahokia that intrigues a lover 
of blue Iris. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1949. Mid-late. 40”. 


CALIFORNIA PEACH (Salbach 1941) 50c 
Grand delicate blend of outstanding qualities. Standards of soft 
old gold shading to rose, falls are of salmon apricot with a sug- 
gestion of soft lavender in the center. 38”. 


CAMPFIRE GLOW (Whiting 1947) $10.00 


A pure self of glowing ruby red, heavily overlaid with bright 
copper, giving it a metallic finish. There are no haft markings 
and even the beard is red, glinted with copper. Said to have as 
long as four week blooming period. This Iris does not make 
large plants. Winter hardy. Honorable Mention 1947. Mid-season 
to late. 36”. 


CAPE BON (Tompkins 1945) $5.00 
Highly finished blend of rich Arabian red and copper brown. 
Large flowers, heavily substanced. Honorable Mention 1945. 38”. 


CAPTAIN WELLS (Cook 1941) 75 


Deep glossy maroon purple of uniform coloring with no haft 
markings. Beard is bronze-yellow. Its richness shines luxuriantly. 
A late bloomer. 36”. 
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CARABELLA (DeForest 1949) $7.50 
A lovely tall clear self of medium toned salmon pink, with 
a self colored beard. Fine form and substance. A good increaser. 
Honorable Mention 1949. 40”. Mid-season. 


CAROLINE BURR (K. Smith 1940) 75¢c 
Large, well formed flowers of ivory-white with an elusive tinge 
of green. 40”. 


CASA MORENA (DeForest 1943) $2.00 
An entirely new shade of burnt sienna and chestnut that glistens 
in the sunlight as though it were frosted. A self color with golden 
style arms and beard of brownish orange. Flowers are large, stalks 
nicely branched. Mid-season. 38”. 


CASCADE SPLENDOR (Kleinsorge 1945) $2.50 
Heralded by A.I.S. Judges as a most outstanding blend of pink, 
tan and apricot. Large blooms, ruffled in both standards and falls, 
of good substance. Late. 36”. 


CHAMOIS (Kleinsorge 1944) $3.50 


A teal chamois color without any veining or markings to mar 
its smooth clear color. Large flowers beautifully formed, with 
standards domed and falls slightly waved at the edges. The smooth 
soft finish makes this Iris most desirable. Award of Merit A.LS. 
1948. Mid-season. 34”. 


CHANTILLY (Hall 1945) $2.00 
Ruffled orchid pink flowers with a flush of gold at the haft. The 
edges of both standards and falls are so very heavily frilled, giv- 
ing the appearance of being edged with lace. Has good substance 
and is winter hardy. 36”. 


CHAR-MAIZE (D. Lyon 1949) $15.00 


A large flowered Iris of exceptional merit. Extra fine in pro- 
portion and heavy of substance with falls and standards delicately 
ruffled. For richness of color this flower is hard to surpass, fe- 
the deep yellow shows rich tones of chartreuse which blend and 
deepen in the ruffling to present a flower of definite quality. 
The heavy substance withstands degrees of heat and wind such 
as to wilt average Iris. Char-maize is vigorous, presenting well 
spaced flowers on tall branching stems. 44’. Mid-season. Highly 
commended A.I.S. 1948. Honorable Mention A.I.S. 1949. See 
color illustration front cover. 


CHERIE (D. Hall 1947) $15.00 


One of the newest “flamingo” pinks. Its delicate shade of real pink 
contrasted with a deep tangerine beard is most entrancing. In fact, 
it is a “must have”. The ruffled blooms are of good size, form and 
substance and all in proportion. A vigorous grower. Mid-season. 
34”. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1949. Runnerup for Dykes Medal 1950. 


CHIEF POKING FIRE (DeForest 1942) $1.00 


A bright and distinctive oxblood-red and Victoria lake, with an 
infusion of copper over the entire flower. Firm texture and good 
sized blooms with domed standards and broad flaring falls. 


CHINA LADY (Milliken 1943) Thste 


Early in the season this refreshing tall stately Lady opens into 
blooms of exquisite glistening ivory. There is a golden glow sent 
out from the heart of the flower which is accentuated by a bril- 
liant yellow beard. It has excellent substance, form and finish. 


CHINA MAID (Milliken 1936) TIC 


One of the fine pinks. Soft lilac-pink blended golden bronze with 
gold etched edges. Flowers are large in size. Tall. Mid-season. 


CHIVALRY (J. Wills 1944) $5.00 


This exquisite Iris, a Dykes Medal winner for 1947, is most desir- 
able and should be in every garden. Its blooms are medium 
blue with ruffled edges, having domed standards that are large 
and full. The gracefully flaring falls are broad at the haft, and 
are of excellent texture. A blue tipped orange beard gives a 
finish to this gem of blues. Mid-season. 36”, 


CLOUDCAP (DeForest 1950) $25.00 


We saw this Iris blooming in the DeForest garden, after the 
‘49 ALS. Convention closed. It is the tallest and largest pink 
we have seen to date. Both the standards and falls measured over 
3” in width. The beautifully rounded petals were in perfect pro- 
portion and of fine smooth substance and texture. In color, 
“Blossom pink” describes it beautifully. For contrast, there is a 
bright tangarine-red beard. Mid-season. 40”.

CLOTH OF GOLD (Whiting 1945) $1.50 


A vivid clear deep golden yellow with a sparkle. Everybody’s 
favorite, because of its many fine qualities and refinement of 
finish, flaring form, firm substance, and fine branching stalks. 
Mid-season. 38”. Award of Merit 1950. 


CLOUD CASTLE (Graves 1944) $3.00 


Charming pale wisteria blue self of good size and form with flut- 
ing at the edges of the standards. The wide flaring ruffled falls 
are of smooth texture. It possesses an unusual sparkling sheen. 
37”. Mid-season. Award of Merit A.I.S. 1949. 


COCK ROBIN (Hall 1947) $2.00 


Here is an enchanting new variegata with tan-gold standards 
and brown-red falls. It will make a brilliant and colorful display 
spot for your garden.

An ovation in the deep shell pinks. The flower is a deeper pink 
than Spindrift, and has a startling color contrast of bright purplish

COPPER GLOW (G. Douglas 1945) $1.00

DAWN OF GOLD (Salbach 1940) 50c 


A late blooming Iris of deep medium yellow tones. Nicely formed 
flowers with flaring falls. A good increaser. Late. 35”. 


DEEP VELVET (Salbach 1939) 50c 
One of the richest dark Irises of deep red-violet. Beautifully 
flared falls. Award of Merit 1942. 36”. 


IN THE SAN FERNANDO VALLEY 


DESERT SONG (Fay 1946) $5.00 
One of the outstanding of the cream colored Iris. Beautifully flared 
and ruffled. Excellent substance, and clean hafts. Blooms over a 
long period.

DISTANCE (Cook 1946) $5.00 


Harmonious in its clear smooth silvery light blue coloring. Void 
of veining at the hafts.

Esquire has received much favorable comment. It is a seedling 
of Brunhilde and has that same uniform rich, smooth deep blue- 
purple color, although taller, and of better form.

A real Amoena. The standards are white with a slight shading of 
cream at the base. The falls a blending of iridescent copper, red, 
lavender, and deep violet, with a violet flush down the center.

Most attractive lovely tones of rose and orchid-lavender with a 
flush of golden yellow at the thoat of the flower. The tangerine 
beard illuminates this fantasy of color.

Here is a species of the Iris family of long standing and proven 
sterling worth. Their tall slender grasslike foliage with slender grace- 
ful flower stems, give a daintiness and delicate beauty unlike any 
of the other Iris species. Holding their own as a cut flower for flower 
arrangements. 


We have found that this species like lots of sunshine and plenty 
of water. Adaptable around pools, or in the garden, making distinctive 
specimen clumps. These are not of the Rhizomous type Iris, but 
like the Douglasianas, a plant which is dividable into sections. The 
best time to divide, and plant them is late summer or early fall. 
The Siberian species always dies back completely for the entire 
winter. New growth starts up very early in the spring. We suggest 
you stake your plants carefully so as not to allow anything to disturb 
them while dormant. 

New divisions should be kept watered until well established, 
thereafter, moderate watering is all that is necessary. They may be 
left undisturbed in your gardens for several years. Siberians are 
winter hardy. 


Siberians will be obtainable at the garden in gallon cans.

NATIVE CALIFORNIA SPECIES 


These are California natives and thrive in almost any location 
in the garden with the average amount of care and watering. How- 
ever, we advise some sun. Greatly admired in a garden cluster. 
They are grand plants for the perennial border, and do not require 
resetting for several years. Ideal as cut flowers for flower arrange- 
ments. 

These little beauties start blooming out here in California about 
mid-April and bloom intermittently well into June. Plants are ever- 
green. This species is found in its native location up in the northern 
part of California, among the Redwoods. They grow and increase 
beautifully down here in Southern California where our climatic con- 
ditions are more moderate. A plant of Orchid Sprite has weathered 
Tennessee winter conditions for the past three years. 

The only time the Douglasianas can be divided is in the middle 
of the winter, while dormant. We will ship established divisions from 
November Ist to late February (damp packed). We prefer to ship 
in November where winters are mild enough to allow plants to 
establish themselves and start growth. February (or just after hard 
winter is over) is good for sections where extremely cold winters 
prevail, as in New York and Canada, unless protection can be given 
plants until well established and growing. 

Immediate planting is necessary, as they do not like to have 
their roots exposed to the air. Keep well watered until established. 
Remember, too, that all Iris require good drainage.

LOUISIANA IRIS 


This beardless variety which is proving to be very much in de- 
mand, has a most graceful, carefree air, challenging us to give it a 
try. Originating from down in the Louisiana swamps, they fill an- 
other much needed type for our gardens. Where it might be too 
shady for the other Iris species, plant Louisianas. 


Out here in Southern California we treat them just as any other 
Iris, taking care to use the following cultural needs. Louisianas don’t 
seem too particular about when they are planted, but for best 
blooms the coming season, we suggest starting your plants late in 
summer, or early fall. Early spring planting (February), in the 
colder regions of the eastern states, might prove quite beneficial, 
inasmuch as they would be well established before the next winter. 
However, not too much should be expected the first season of 
blooming where late planting is practiced. 

Select a spot in your garden that gets filtered shade from the 
hottest part of the day’s sun. Set your plants about two feet apart, 
where different varieties are used. Shallow planting is best. Just 
cover the tops of the rhizomes. Keep the ground mulched with leaf 
mold, compost, or even steer fertilizer is good. It is important that 
Louisiana Iris are kept well watered while in the growing state, espe- 
cially until they have established themselves. Then again in the 
early spring, as plants begin their pre-blooming seasonal growth, 
give them lots of water. They will reward you with more abundance 
of blooms. larger in size, and taller in stalks.

Large flaring ivory-white, with a yellow signal patch, of good 
heavy substance and pleasing flat-flare form. 36”.

Exceptionally large flowers 
with broad graceful septals. 36”.

LOUISIANA IRIS—CANDLES 
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SPURIA IRIS 


The Spurias, often called the “butterfly Iris”, are another beardless 
variety of the Iris family which are hardy and easy to grow. They 
range from three to five feet in height and will grow in almost any 
location of the garden, 


Their blooming season starts near the last of the Bearded Iris 
season, thus prolonging Iris display in the garden. Too, they are one 
of the finest for cut flowers for arrangements and especially fine 
for corsages, resembling orchids. 


Once planted, they establish themselves and do not need to be 
transplanted for several years. Like the other rhizomous Iris, they 
should be given shallow plantings, that is, just cover the rhizomes. 
Plant from 114 to 2 feet apart. 


For specimen blooms we suggest an application of steer ferti- 
lizer around your plants, in early spring, when new growth is 
starting up. A compost mulch is very fine too. Keep them well 
watered during their growing season, especially the pre-blooming 
growth. ;
